Hi Jim, 


I read your recent posting regarding the Bobtail Curtain with 
great interest, as I just built one and put it up yesterday. Due to 
Hank's excellent prior posting, I'll not reiterate the info he's 
already covered. 


I modeled several versions of the Bobtail using EZNEC and will 
be happy to send you the graphics plots in .JPEG format, if you have 
a program that can read JPEGS (like Netscape Navigator) . 


I settled on a 40M Bobtail, which will be used for 
milliwatt/microwatt tests into Europe this Fall. I feed my Bobtail 
with 50 ohm RG8X, and the match is about 1.5:1, as EZNEC predicts. 

At resonance, the feedpoint Z is about 36 ohms with the design I used. 
This Bobtail has the 1/2 wavelength phasing line on the bottom instead 
of the top. This results in a slightly higher takeoff angle, but 
enables me to use considerably less coax, while keeping the feedline 
out of the antenna field. My feedline simply drops straight down from 
the feedpoint to the ground. The Bobtail is about 138 feet long (again 
cut for 40M), with a height of 60 ft, supported by 1/4 inch dacron rope 
between two trees. The bottom horizontal phasing section is about 24 
ft. off the ground. The center vertical element connects to the inner 
conductor of the coax, while the coax shield connects to the two outer 
elements via the phasing line. 


Last night, after getting the Bobtail up, I called several EU 
stations during the contest. Getting through with 5W was no problem. 
The fun came when UR6QA came back to me while running 900 mW output 
with my Norcal Sierra! (My Curtain was installed to fire NE/SW from 
NC.) Stations from the SW USA also show considerable improvement in 
signal strength over the reference inverted vee. 


I have also given some thought to adding a second Bobtail 
parallel to the first one, separated by 1/4 wavelength and phased to 
add another 3 dB forward gain and F/B ratio, but that project won't 
happen anytime real soon. At present, I'm happy with the performance 
of the single Curtain. Let me know if you want the plots, and I'll 
fwd them within the next few days.

I feel it may be the 2nd mixer, U401. The manual doesn't show a generic part # for 
it. Wonder if Heath has any parts support? I have checked and confirmed the BFO, 
HFO and TX out during key down. On transmit I have good TX/OUT (8.30Mhz), but on 
the other end of the coax, on the T/R board, the frequency jumps to @18Mhz. Maybe 
my scope probe is picking up the INJ/IN signal and mixing it just because it is 
close.

SUGGEST that you wrap the input and output cable with a pair of FT-140-43 
toroid cores. Ferrite beads such as FB63-73 sold by Palomar Enginers 
should also work

shielded cable. 

Install the cores by winding 5 to 8 turns of cable around them and as 
close to the keyer box as possible.

I have three QRP rigs I'd like to sell. They are all assembled from kits and 
all work fine. I want to raise some $ for a Sierra or an OHR400 or ??. The 
idea is to consolidate into one rig that's easier to go portable with (and 
takes up less shack space). 


First is an SWL-40 (actually it's an NE-4040). It's in a Radio Shack box

A "new" dealer from Moscow, PA, started showing up at local hamfests 
and he usually has a box full of Pomona 2906 boxes at a fairly good 

price. WA4KAC and I have already bought several from him; they are 

marked at $4 each, but he's sold them to us at 3 for $10 twice. 


He had several dozen at the latest hamfest, and guesses that he has 
about a hundred more at home. He said he would be willing to sell by 
mail if someone wanted to buy a large quantity. I didn't ask about 
prices, but would suspect he'd go down to at least the 3 for $10 
level that he gave us at the hamfest. 


These are Pomona 2906 boxes, in the original ITT Pomona bags. NOTE: 
These are bare diecast aluminum, unpainted. They are NOT painted the 
usual "Pomona blue". They have government supply system labels glued 
on the bags, with national stock number; the nomenclature on the 
labels is "conduit outlet", but they are completely free of holes 
(except those that are supposed to be there.) 


Description: These are plain, unadorned diecast aluminum boxes. 

They do NOT have connectors mounted on them, like some Pomona styles 
do. These are virginal territory, and you get the privilege of 
putting the first holes in them. Size is 4.25" long, 2.65" wide, 
1.7" high, with aluminum cover plus 8 screws. They also have 
mounting flanges on the ends, at the bottom, and those stick out an 
additional 0.525" from each end. Inside dimensions are somewhat less 
due to the thickness of the material, and the ribs/posts that the 
cover screws go into take away a bit as well.

Hi Bill, my testing shows that at 3v it's about 300 micro amps, idle, 
current. 

Instead of using a true sleep mode, we reduced the current comsumption 
by 2 methods: 1. Using a relatively low freq clock, and 2. Specing a low 
current 

pic microcontroller. 


A side benifit of the low freq clock is little if any interference on the 
hf band 
from computer generated noise. 


Doing this we could use a relatively inexpensive PIC microcontroller for 
this 
product. 


If you run the ak-1 at a higher voltage, it draws more current, almost 
proportional. 

So I have concluded that I will run all my keyers off of 3v, and this 
works out great. 

Probably not a need for the third battery.

I had a VFO-120 that I 
had picked up in Austin, TX, in a carry on bag. I was stopped, searched, 
ALL my bags were searched and I was questioned at length by three 
security personnel. Luckly I had a copy of my ham license with me along 
with my military ID card. This seemed to do the trick. 

This was right after the L-1011 dropped out of the sky at Dallas Airport 
due to "wind shear". I was surprised at the security reaction at Denver, 
but glad to see someone was doing their job. 


Recently, I was going back to WA state and flew out of Allentown (PA). I 
was carrying a camera bag and laptop computer. The security staff stopped 
me, made me take out each camera and lens, they checked each lens by 
removing the end caps, and had me fire up the laptop to make sure that it 
worked. this was at a small podunk airport ! Imagine what it would be 
like at LAX or JFK? 


I would strongly advise you to have a copy of your ham license with you 
and one in you carry on bag. A phone number of a good lawyer might not be 
totally out of character, either. 


With the events of the last week or so, believe it, things will get 
really tough on airlines as far as electronic carry on gear goes. You 
might be better off to put the stuff in the checked baggage, and tell the 


counter personnel what you have so they don't flip out when they x-ray 
it.

I'm not familiar with the Atomic keyer - sounds a lot more dangerous than 
my YAK design. 


The MC68HC705J1A is the cheapest microcontroller that Motorola sells 
($1.60 in quantity). Unfortunately, Motorola had to deviate from their 
previous "easy-to-program-by-a-non-professional" design policy to achieve 
the low price. The J1A programming specs weren't released by Motorola - 
I think you have to sign an NDA (non-disclosure agreement) to get them. 
In contrast, the more expensive parts such as the Motorola MC68HC705C8A 
(as used in the CMOS III keyer) are fairly easy to program at home - 
several magazine articles have been published on this topic. 


SO - the cheapest way is to use the $99 M68HC705JICS development kit 
which Motorola released last year with the announcement of the J1A. This 
kit is mentioned in Jay Craswell's Digibrain article in the March 1996 
issue of QST. This is probably overkill unless you want to do some 
design work of your own. The development kit requires an IBM PC 
compatible computer running DOS. 


Interestingly enough, the latest software for the development kit is on 
the Motorola Freeware BBS (on the semiconductor web site or telnet to 
freeware.aus.sps.mot.com). 


Anyone working at an electronics type outfit should be able to program 
this part on the Data I/O or other commercial PROM programmer that they 
undoubtedly have in-house. 


As a last resort I can always supply programmed parts. 
But I'd better get busy writing up that article first!

I own a Schurr Profi, and until 2 or 3 weeks ago I would have probably 
unequivocally echoed K7YHA's endorsement of these Schurr paddles. Then I got 
a WBL Design model V2L paddle, and now I'm not so sure I don't like it 
better. I'm here to tell you these are both terrific paddles. 


The Schurr is beautiful--and superbly constructed. It is a real showpiece. 
This is probably the one you want to have your picture taken with for the 
cover of QRPp. Functionally, it is as good as it looks. I thought I had 
died and gone to heaven the first time I tried one. Rock solid and great 
feel. 


Now the V2L is definitely different. First of all, it sits vertically. You 
just have to see this paddle. Secondly, it costs less than half what a Profi 
costs. I'm not going to give you a review of this paddle--Chuck, K5FO did a 


first class job of that a few weeks back. I just want to offer my 
endorsement. Besides, I can't really explain very well the differences I 
notice between these two paddles. Some of these differences are so very 
subtle. There is just something "magical" about the feel of the V2L. You 
feel immediately like you have a thoroughbred racehorse underneath you, but 
you also feel you can control it perfectly. It is so smooth! 


Anyway, if they ever take my picture for the cover of QRPp I'll probably have 
that Profi right up front where you can see it. But watch where my fingers 


are! They well probably be wrapped around the V2L!
